• CHAPTER XIV. 


The Kaiser and Thing* American. 
Among the Qermans generally there 


te a surprising degree ot Ignorance re- 
garding conditions In America. The 
untraveled German has bnt the vaguest 
ideas concerning our people and our 
institutions. I have had patients of 
intelligence and education ask me how 
we are.abe to cope with the Indians. 
In view of the extent of German eml- 


-^ gration to America and tiie vast vol- 


ume of ^commercial transactions be- 
tween tip two countries, it 1? almost 
unbelievable that, such erroneous-no- 
tions should prevail to these" enlight- 
ened dajjs, but they do. 


This fact partially serves to explain 


how easy It was for the fcalser and his 
Inspired press to pall the wool over 
the people's eyes regarding the nnim- 


-•* portance of America's entry Into the 


war. It doesn't explain at all, how- 
ever, how completely the kaiser him- 
self underestimated us and our power, 
for'l doubt whether there 13 any for- 
eigner living, who has never visited 
America who fcnovrs more about our 
country Own the German emperor. In- 
deed, he was more familiar with many 
of our problems than many of our 
countermen, : nd be frequently reveal- 
ed tCyirie in the course of otr conver- 
sations, how thoroughly posted he was 
on American conditions. 


Loiig before the subject of forest 


conservation was taken up seriously In. 
this icountry, the kaiser polnt-3d out to 
me.jvrhat a great mistake we were 
mnfciug in not devoting mo/e atten- 
tion? to it 


"Can; yon tell me, Davis, why you 


haife so many forest fires in your coua- 
trvT- he asked, after a particularly 
destructive conflagration in the West 
had destroyed many acres ol timber. 
"How does it happen?" 
-1 explained to him that mc*t of the 
forest fires cnme from ,spar!:.s from 
locomotives. Careless, lumbermen al- 
lowed the branches which they lopped 
off the trees to remain on the ground 
and when they .were ignited by sparfcs 
the fire sometimes spread to the uncut 
timber. As the facilities for e.Ttin- 
gulshin? fire In these unpopulated re- 


- glons were practically nil and the cli- 


mate made the timber particularly in- 
aammable, these fires usually attained 
serious dimensions. 


"That points out again the ineffi- 


ciency of your form of government," he 
commented. "You have laws requiring 
the railways to use appliances to ar- 
rest the sparfcs from their engines. 
haven't your Why don't you enforce 
them? Your people don't sei'Hi to 
realize that it takes years to grow a 
tree. Because you have more than yon 
need todty. yon make no preparation 
for tomorrow. 
For every treo cut 


down another should be planted. If 
you don't adopt some such measure the 
time will surely come when An-.erica 
will have to turn to Germany for tim- 
ber." 
- 


The kaiser was a harsh critic of our 


election system. The idea of a four- 
year .term for the president wns nat- 
urally 'epugnant to one who- held such. 
exalted notions as to the right* of 
rollers. It would be too much, to- ex- 
pvct the Hohenzollerri mind to approve 
of * constitution which provided for 
the ruler's return to private life after 
a period of four years at the head of 
thi government 


He declared that with a constant 


change of administration it was quite 
on; of the question for this country 
, to follow nay definite policy. It was 


ba<I enough even so far as Internal 
attiirs were concerned, he said, but 
such a system made it impossible he 
thought for America ever to talce a 
prominent place in International poli- 
tics. 


"Yon can't expect the notions of Ihe 


worlo to deal with, America as they 
deal among themselves when the celt 
change of administration may mean 
the adoption of aa entirely new toreijjn 
poli.-y," he declared. There'can i>o 
nothing stable about the forelsa polli-y 
of a nation whose leaders change every 
four years." 


/.nerican party politics were a coit- 


stanr source of embarrassment to the 
jkaisrr. He always seemeo. undecided, 
ins to just how he should receive aa 
'American of prominence. If ho li»p- 
I>eneil to be of the same political faiUi 
;es tbs administration, the kaiser wait 
atralu to do him too much honor for 
fear "f offending the opposing 'party, 
who night win the next election; and 
if ho -were not ot the sam« purty at 
-Ss» tt'tffllmstrstloa, the kaiser (eared 
ito hor or him lest more Imm«llste ro- 
I'entm 'Ci nc stirred up in America, 
••tics :o refused to receive Bryaa pi» j 


that he understood there were 


15.000,000 negroes in this country, but 


1 they were dying' off in great numbers 
! through consuujrtion and other its- 
: eases'to which they offered bnt poor 
I resistance. 
j 
"The negro will always, be a great 


| problem in yonr country, however," he 
added. 'They don't mil socially with 
the whites, and there will be constant 
friction. My brother (Prince Benry), 
when, he returned from his visit to 
America, told me a lot about these 
negroes. Indeed, one of the most Im- 
pressive things he'heard there was a 
choir of negro voices. He said they 
sang some wonderful' melodies, and 
their voices were as clear as bells." 


After the war started, the kaiser 


referred to the negroes again. "Now 
Is yonr chance to settle your negro 
problem," be declared, half facetiously, 
of course. "If America insists upon 
coming into the war, why doesn't she 
tend her negroes across and let ns 
shoot them down?" 


When a fleet of our battleships vis- 


ited Kiel some six jssrs ago the fcalser 
paid them a visit and was very much 
Interested. When he called to see me 
shortly afterward he told me of his 
experience. 


"I went over the ships from top to 


bottom," he declared. "They are ex- 
cellent vessels, every one of them, and 
I was very much impressed with the 
way they are manned and officered. I 
have only one criticism—the lattice- 
work conning towers,, or fighting 
masts. The only possible nse I can 
see In them would be to train vines on 
them and Install an elevator inside, 
and serve tea in the afternoon to the 
ladies on top—the most beautiful place 
for serving afternoon tea 
"But, seriously speaking," he went 


on, "I can't see that these masts have 
any practical value. On the contrary, 
I can see very serious disadvantages 
in them.

The oath of allegiance which every 


German soldier and public 
official 


takes binds him first to support the 
kaiser, with bis life and his money, 
and then the fatherland.

Ho 
always stiys "my people," never "tho 
people," The worst feature about it 
is that not only does the kaiser pro- 
ceed upon the assumption that he owns 
the German people "body and soul." 
but the people themselves are willing 
to admit It. The Germans are the most 
willing vassals In the world. 


Veneration and awe of the kaiser aro 


bred In the bone of the Qermans. Even 
among the socialists, who are not near- 
ly as opposed to tiie monarchia! Idea 
as Is commonly supposed, there is 
strong sentiment of loyalty toward tho 
emperor. True, the socialists ore

He realized 
that In the event .of a world war his 


fcjople would probably suffer more 


behind htm as long as he goes forward; 
they will repudiate him as soon aa lie 
turns back. They will acclaim him la 
triumph, bnt wiH not tolerate htm & 
defeat. Tlin aaiaer himself realizes 
Lhat his tenure of office rests upon 
victory. The war was started for '.he 
sake ot world dominion; it has beeu 
continued solely to save the kaiser's 
throne.

quent contact with the kaiser, 1 had a 
wonderful opportunity to observe tlis 
relations which, existed between hicu 
and his people.

He told ma 
that, one evening while In his sitting 
room* In the Berlin palace, Trading 
something in an American magazine, 
he ran across a story, which caused 
him to laugh BO much and so lourl that

•with their knitting to see what the 
matter was.. 


The kaiser had little respect for one 


architecture. He. thought our sky- 
scrapers, of which he hod seen illus- 
trations, were hideous. 


"How terrible to desecrate the land- 


scape urtth such tall, bnildlngs," he 
commented. "They hnrt the eye. How 
can people live In them?"

I explained that most of the build- 


ings to which he referred were office 
buildings, hut that we did have four- 
teen and fifteen-story apartment houses 
and hotels, and. even higher ones.

emperor. Their .conduct on these oc- \ 
caslons showed very plainly that he 
had a strong hold on their affections, j 
The kaiser was their idol, and they 
were ready to suffer any inconvenience 
for the saKe of .doing him honor. 


It was customary for classes at 


school children to be taken to the Tier 
garten from time to "time to study the 
groups of statues of the kaiser's an- 
cestors In the Sieges Allee. They usual- 
ly passed my house on their way to 
their object-lesson in patriotism. Some-' 
times, when the .kaiser was at my 
house, I have seen these children halt- 
ed in front of the place to await the 
emperor's departure, their teachers, no 
donbt, feeling that the 
youngsters 


would gain greater Inspiration from 
a fleeting glimpse of the living mon- 
.arch than they could possibly derive 
from1 a prolonged study of the statues 
"of his departed ancestors. 


Most of my patients knew that the 


kaiser visited me, and they never tired 
of asking Questions about him. It was 
almost impossible for them to believe 
that they were to have the privilege ot 
Bitting in the vnry chair which their 
Jtalser had occupied.
